Farmers In Russian Famine 


Region Lack Seed and Horses 


To Put In Winter Wheat Crop 


CEMAYEXKEXA. Russia.— (By the Associated Press.)—Desolation

is written largo on the rolling prairies which stretch away on 


every side of this little village in the heart of the Faming region of the 
Volga. 
Cattle and horses have cropped the sparse herbage until t.ha 


very grass roots have been eaten and the hot winds raise great clouds 
oC dust from t!ie parched fields. 


The winter ivheat must be sowed soon, but nowhere has there 


been any preparation for tall seeding. 
It is the general practice for 


tho farmers to sow their wheat by September 15, but that date will 
lincl the Holds laying fallow for there are no horses to plow the ground 
and tho people are unable to secure seed for the ne.xt harvest. 
So the 


. lields are nrJt made ready to receive the seed and the country lies stark 


and grey, withered by tho drought. 
The leaves that still cling to the 


trees are gray and even the peasants look gray, being clad mostly in 
khaki uniforms and grain sacks and wearing sandals made of birch 
bark. 


The village formerly had a population of 1,000 but forty percent 


Of the people have left. 
Deaths from hunger have been numerous, 


tho peasants say, but there are no detailed figures available. 


Peasants hero are pessimistic, believing that relief if it comes, 


will reach them too late.
